3. Claims 1 and 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
two patents to Airhart ('314, '674). 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by the 
patent to Fulkerson ('077). 

Applicant's attention is directed to the PCT search report for a description of how 
the instant claims are rejected over the abovenoted Airhart and Fulkerson patents. 
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5. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Airhart 
('870). 

Per claims 1-6, Airhart discloses a seismic vibrations emission device to be 
mounted on a mobile platform. The device includes a vibration assembly (16, 28, 30, 
32) and a ground hugging assembly (12, 14, 18). The vibration assembly is fixed to 
the ground hugging assembly by compensation members (44, 22).
